The Governor of Kenya, Sir Evelyn Baring, tonight an- 
nounced a four-point plan of operations against Mau Mau 
terrorism in a 15-minute broadcast to the Colony. 


His 


plan called for: 


1, The establishment and maintenance of firm and secure bases in 
tribal reserves and in European settled areas. - 


themselves and wherever.they go.” . 
3. The buildup of a Kikuyu resistance 
reserves and settled areas and an improved flow of intelligence. 


4, Provision of 
Kikuyus, 


"I am determined that she 
should do all we can te provide 
this" he stated, in order that 
displaced Kikuyus could “take & 
worthy place in the country 
not become a ‘drag on society”. 

The Governor # nade it clear 
that the Colony wag “committed 
to a long struggle” ngainst Mau 
Mau and that there were for 
more difficulties than appearcd 
at first sight. 


Me way confident that the 
struggle would be won and he 
appealed ‘to Europeans, Asians 
and Africans to co-operate 
“whole-heartedly” In the fight. 


~The hardness of the struggle 
does dictate to all men and 
women in Kenya the necd for 
really united and ‘really sus- 
talned effort’ he declared.

FALSE RUMOURS 


The Kenya Government fast 
night reassured Africans that 
rumours inspired by the Mau 
Mau organisations that they 
wero going to be bombed and 
massncred wero utterly false. 

Special brdadcasts were mado 
to all Afrloans, ~ including 
hundreds of ‘terrified African 
families who had fied into the 
open, 

Information teams were sent 
into the docations and open 
spaces telling the Africans tha 
rumours were quite untruc. 

The Government sald | they 
should go out frecly after the 
race meetings, football matches 
and other sparts events arranged 
for the day and next day.
